HANDLEY stated this 
should be done discreetly and on a positive basis; in other 
words ask them if they ever had any suspects in the General , ' 

WALKER shooting and if so, who were they? ' 

HANDLEY was told that the Lab man, at the time the 
Aaent went to get the bullet found in the WALKER residence, , 
stated he had about half way been thinking that OSWALD might 
have fired the shot at WALKER. When we asked about the bullet, 
it obviously went into the Lab man's mind as to why we wanted 
the bullet. • 

I advised HANDLEY that I would have SA DRAIN make 
discreet inquiry and that we would also check the file, and . 
would let him know.
